Unofficial accreditation findings 
were released by President Fred- 
erick R. Huber on Monday. Of- 
ficial findings of the team will not 
be released until about August 
when the Western Colleges As- 
sociation convenes. 


Although President Huber has 
the detailed reports of each mem- 
ber of the team, no one need look 
too far through them to see that 
the findings were good.

First, the group specifically 
recommended that MPC simply 
keep doing what it has been doing 
for the past five years. It suggested 
that the use of essay questions and 
the development of research tech- 
niques be looked into further. The
